Large Distrib­ 
utors In Adams County Have 
Slashed Prices to Consumer. 


Meeting the reduced retail price 
of gasoline, set at 16 cents a gallon 
by the Atlantic Refining company and 
the Sinclair company, which cut prices 
following the lead of the Epco com­ 
pany, The Gulf Refining company and 
the Texaco company today announced 
reductions. 
The gas war began several weeks 
ago when C. W. Epley, proprietor of 
the C. W. Epley Oil company, dis­ 
tributor of Epco gasoline, reduced the 
retail price of gasoline to 16 cents 
a gallon. In doing so, he said, he was 
fighting the practice of certain local 
garages in giving courtesy cards to 
consum ers by which they could pur­ 
chase gasoline at a reduction. 
According to information, the Texas 
company has made its retail price of 
10 cents a gallon effective throughout 
< he county. The price cut of the other 
companies is effective only in Get­ 
tysburg. 
To the retail price of 16 
cents a gallon is added the two cents 
a gallon state tax, or 18 cents a gal­ 
lon to the consumer. The Epco com­ 
pany on Sunday retailed gasoline to 
the consumer at six gallons for $1.00, 
including tax.
